ther. than' extremity of want ſhould have 
forced 
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forced me to quit the world. Moreover, af 
the ſame time I received great Teſtimonies 
of favour from Her late Gracious Majeſty 
the Duccn-Mother of happy memory, an indit- 


tc ue Recommendation from whom to the - 


Court of France, could nottail to-have pro- 


cured me a convenient {ubtiltence. But tru-. 


ly I never ſollicited her, or any other, for
